The round-up will cover 40 miles of territory, and will be even 
more spectacular than the first big round-up which took place three 
years ago, when the Canadian government got its first consignment 


of the buffalo from Pablo. 


Pablo has given orders to the Indians that every hoof must be 
cleared off the reservation, and those animals that resist capture are 


to be shot.

Every Daily Train Entering the 
City Brings From Fifty to 
a Hundred Settlers. 


This week will.see another tremen- 
dous influx of settlers from the east 
and from the old country. The trains 
into the city yesterday and — today 
brought the advance of this influx, 
When they poured into the city several 
hundred settlers from all parts. 

The train from the south this morn- 
ing brought «a large number of old 
country people, who reached Calgary 
yesterday on the transcontinental that 
made connection with three boats at 
Montreal. These three boats were 
loaded down with settlers, and the ma- 
jority of them came through to Cal- 
gary and Edmonton. 

The tramMe on all the trains coming 
into Edmonton is now enormous. The 
midnight train from Calgary to Ed- 
monton has beeeme so popular. that 
it is now bringing north from 75 to 
100 passengers each trip. This morn- 
ing's train from the south had three 
sleepers loaded to capacity. This ser- 
vice is to be made a daily one in June, 
The other trains from the south are 
bringing up from 300 to 400 passen- 
gers per day. j 

The C, N. R. express from the east 
this morning brought another hig 
crowd into the city, and the G. T. ° 
is also bringing crowds.

Of the settlers who register at the 
immigration hall, by far the. greater 
numbers during the present month 
have been from Great Britain or from 
continental Europe. The American 
settlers are numerous, but English, 
Scotch and Irish. callérs make up the 
majority. The influx of negroes con- 
linnes, and numbers of these register 
at the tall from day to day.

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Ontario Commissioner Predicts | 
a Great Rush of Immigrants | 
to Canada. | 


Ottawa, April 17.—W. B. Scott, sup- 
erintendent of Immigration, who has 
returned from his anual visit to the 
Old Country, states that he has never 
seen anything like the real enthusiasm 
which the mere mention of the name of 
Canada creates in Great Britain on any 
previous visit. -He expects the great- 
est immigration from Great Britain this 
year in the history of the Dominion, 
He says it is impossible to book either 
a steerage or a second-class passenger 
on any direct steamer bound for Cau- 
ada for some months to come. In addi- 
lion to this many others are coming 
via New York and Boston. Mr. Scott 
predicts that there will be at least 
{75,000 immigrants from Great Britain 
this year, as against 142,000 last year. 
Most important of all is that the quality 
of the immigration js improving. He 
regarded those who came out with him 
on the same steamer as the pick of the 
people.

The murder of, Marie Smith was 
one of the most shocking crimes ever 
perpetrated in this section of wwew Jer- 
sey and aroused the community to a 
high pitch of excitement. The mutil- 
ated body of the little girl was found 
in the woods near Asbury Park- on 
November 13 last. She had been miss- 
ing from home. several days. ~Sus- 
picion at first pointed to Thomas Wil- 
liams, a negro woodchopper, as. the 
slayer of the child. He was arrested 
and for atime there were fears of a 
lynching, © Later. he. satisfied’ the au- 
thorities that» he had nothing to do 
with the “crime and was released, 
About the same time, young: Heide- 
mann was taken into custody, but as 
no positive evidence was at hand, he | 
also was released. On March 15, how- 
ever, Heidernann was again arrested 
and under examination made a com- 
plete confession and offered to plead 
guilty. His arrest was brought about 
by a detective who had gained his con- 
fidence and had travelled about with 
him for months.

He seems to prefer the Boy Scouts. 

Even the offer of a pension, at the 
end of a life spent in. searing away 

Canada's enemies, a pension which will 
“make him independent for the rest, of 
his life," 
cold, 

Bernard Shaw has shown that choc- 
olate creams may be an important fac- 
lor in modern.warfare. ‘The navy de- 
partment at Otlawa is not blind to the 
; possibilities of cocoa. 

On condition that he first lash up 
and stow his hammock, the Canadian 
lnaval recruit is promised a cup of the 
nourishing beverage each morning. 
Then, if he prove amenable to the dis- 
cipline of cleaning ship, he may have 
breakfast and the priceless privilege of 
a smoke, 

Yet life on a Canadian man of war, 
E all its halo of romance, and ils 


leaves the prairie youth 


solid comforts, is not a place’ for 
lotus eating alone; it is not all cocoa 
and skittles and cigarettes. 

“Of course you must not imagine 
that there is no work in the navy," 
gays the Ottawa scribe, by way of 
warning, there is work and plenty 
of it at times, but there is always 
something fresh about it." 

The Spice of Danger. 

The gallant defender of hearth and 
home aboard the Rainbow or. Niobe 
may even taste the spice. of danger.. 
He tnay fall down a hatchway, or even 
strain his voice in playing Othello: «But 
the perila which ‘lurk beneath ~ the 
shrouds of a Canadian man of war, (to 
maintain the Henty-cum-soys Own 
Paper style tradition), are not of the 
ordinary unromantic kind. <A halo of 
glamor encircles them, an element, 
says the pamphleteer, ‘which makes 
the danger fassinating—not like the 
cut and dried routine of a shore-going 
job." 

And then there is the pocket money. 

At the training establishment al Es- 
quimault or Halifax, the youthful re- 
cruit wil receive $9 ‘a month to keep 
him in cigarettes. We wlli be given a 
free outfit, all kinds of holidays, and, 
should the glamor of a sailor's life 
grow dim, the secretary of (he Cana- 
dian navy pledges his department to 
part payment of railway .fares be- 
tween the training ship and the pa- 
rental roof of homesick-boys—“if. their 
homes are not situated at a great dis- 
tance from the training depot.” 

Al the end of seven years, if he 
prove a satisfactory seaman, the youth 
who joins the navy at the age of eigh- 
teen, may be allowed to sign on for 
a second term of similar length. His 
salary as a chief petty officer may be 
after nine years service 355 a month. 
After twenty-one years’ service the 
naval man is entitled to a pension for 
life. 

At the present time the only recruits 
desired by the navy department are 
boys who are willing to enlist as sea- 
men, Earlier in the year the depart- 
ment were open to receive enlistments 
for the ‘stoking .crew, 

The stoking section of the naval de- 
partment literature is done in delect- 
able style. 

“The terin ‘stoker’ may not sound 
altogether attractive,’ the writer ad- 
mits, ‘tas it conveys the idea that such 
ratings spend their lives in shovelling 
coal; naturally this is a part of their 
duty, and a highly important duty loo; 
it is true that it is the seaman who 
Ilays the gun whieh is to deal destrue- 
ition against the enemy, but, without 
the stoker, that gun cannot be brought 
into action, and the better the stoker, 
the better the speed, and the more 


Mi rapidly the ship is brought into action, 


Hence (here is the compensating 
thought) the stoker shares 9 equally 
with the seaman (he creaif and honor 
against the enemies 
of our country." 

The irresisitible logic of this passage 
was evidenUy lost on a number of local 
young men who sought to enter the 
naval service. They were youths too 
old to enter the navy as “seamen.” 

“A mumber of young men wanted to 
navy as stewards,"’ said 
“The 

idea of enlisting as stokers did not ap- 
peal to them." Perhaps they argued 
‘that the steward’s position is not with- 
ite honor. Surely the man who feeds 


the «men who are. fighting “the > en- 
emies of our country" fills an import- 
ant role indeed.

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Natural Justice 
Unconstitutional In 


New York State 


As an indication of just how far advanced the province of 

5 Alberta is in the matter of legislation beyond anything that has been 

done in the United States to the south of us, a judgment handed out 

by the New York State court of appeals furnishes a striking illus- 
tration. 

In New York state, as in almost every state in the American 
union, there has been going on for a number of years an agitation 
for a workmen’s compensation act, and this agitation has received 
such influential support that at the close.of his last presidential 
administration Theodore Roosevelt made a strong appeal for the 
enactment of a statute which would do for the workingmen of the 
United States what the Workmen's Compensation Act is doing for 
the province of Alberta. 

During Governor Hughes’ administration in New York state 
this agitation crystallized itself into a statute which was intended 
to provide compensation for injured workingmen. In order to 
make a statute which would stand, an able commission was ap- 
pointed witl tions to draft a law which would defy annul- 
ment on Retiaiteers grounds, and their draft as brought in was 
reviewed by Hughes himself and given his O. K. vs 

The act was passed and became incorporated in the statutes of 
the state of New York. 

On the day previous to the Triangle Shirtwaist disaster in New 
York, in which 140 girls lost their lives, the New York state court 
of appeals handed down a judgment declaring the workmen’s com- 
pensation act unconstitutional and inoperative, thereby annulling 
the act which Hughes said was good and which the legislature 
adopted by almost unanimous vote. 

In the judgment handed down Judge William E. Werner, who 
wrote the judgment, says in part: 


“Under our form of government courts must regard all economic, 
philosophical, and rnoral theories, however attractive and desirable 
they may be, as subordinate to the primary question whether they 
can tke molded Into statutes without Infringing upon the letter or 
spirit of our written constitution. - 

The right of property rests not upon pholosophical or sclenti- 
fic speculations nor upon the commendable impulses of benevolence 
or charity, nor yet upon the dictates of natural Justice. The right 
has its foundation In the fundamental law. . . . . 2... 

‘ ‘If it is competent to imposa upon an. employer, who has

An analysis of this judgment shows the fundamental iffererice 
between the ‘United States system of devising laws and the Cana- 
dian, and explains very clearly the reasons why measures so much 
wanted by the great majority of the people of the republic cannot 
be made law. 

It will be noted that the judge says that no matter how much 
the legislature-may want to pass a law, even though that law be 
founded on the'dictates of natural justice, and though the legislature 
may have a mandate from the electors to pass the law, it still has 
no power to enact into legislation anything that conflicts with a 
written constitution compiled before almost all the electors were 
born. 

Here is the place where the United States system contradicts 
_the Canadian system. In Canada there are no constitutions. The 
acts of the legislature are law when the legislature says they are law, 
and no rules laid down by any constitution could subvert the will 
of the people as expressed in the acts of their legislature. The 
governments in Canada can not only compel an industry .to carry 
the burden of its own hazard to life, but if they so desire they. could 
compel the closing altogether of any indastry'on no other grounds 
than that the majority of the legislature. voted into an act their 
determination that it should be closed. 

The most striking part of the judgment, however, is the last 
clause, in which the New York judge declares unconstitutional the 
whole principle of making the industry bear the burden of its own 
hazard. 

In the province of Alberta it was accepted by the legislature that 
in an industry which was hazardous the hazard should be considered 
as paft of the cost of conducting the industry, and that a man’s 
life or limb lost.in pursuit of the industry should be paid for by the 
industry. This is the fundamental behind the compensation act in 
Alberta which was placed on the statute books by the Rutherford 
administration, and on this principle the question whether the 
employer was negligent or not has nothing to do with the payment 
of the damage for an accident. The only question, according to 
the law in this province, is whether or not the accident occurred; } 
and if it is shown that the accident did occur, then the injury must be| 
paid for and the cost must come out of the industry. 

According to the New York judge’s interpretation of the con-| 
stitution of the state of New York, the industry cannot be made 
responsible for an accident. If it can be shown that the employer 
has observed the regulations providing for the safety of his em- 
ployees the constitution does not permit a law which exacts any 
further claim for, the’ lives which may be lost in the pursuit of the 
industry which he is operating. 

So, in the case of the Triangle disaster, if the employers can 
show. that they observed the regulations providing for the safety of 
the employees, or.if it can be reasonably shown that the disaster
